Toronto, Nov. 1G.— The Globe, edi- 
torially diacuBBing the Montreal Star 
cable anticipating the Popo'B pronounce- 
ment on the Manitoba school question, 
aaya : 

" While a great many will regret that 
His Holiness did not advise the accep- 
tance of the Manitoba educational Bys- 
tera, with such modifications as the local 
government could be induced to make 
in the interest of harmony, there will 
not be much surprise at the view he haB 
taken. The effect of hia dissension, 
nevertheless, will be to confine the agi- 
tation, if any agitation there is to be, 
where it properly belongs, namely, in the 
province of Manitoba. To the Manitoba 
legislature that subject unquestionably 
belongs, and any attempt to remove it 
from that juriadictiou would be of no 
benefit to the minority in Manitoba and 
would deprive them of the educational 
privilege in the Dominion, which, to say 
the least, would bedi&turbingand profit- 
less. The education situation in Mani- 
toba is likely, if advice in the proper 
direction ia heeded, to conform in time 
somewhat to that which prevails in Now 
Brunswick and Nova Scotia, where 
without any public school system, satis- 
factory concessions are made to the 
Catholic population with reBpect to edu- 
cation." 

London, Nov. 10.— The Daily Chron- 
icle to-day has a Bpecial article touching 
the Pope's decision in the Manitoba 
school case in which it says that there is 
no doubt it will be a disappointment to 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier, whose personal in- 
fluence waa brought to bear at the Vati- 
can, that the Pope is not supporting the 
compromise. 

The Westminster Gazette trusts that 
Canada, and especially Manitoba, will 
stand firm and not allow the national 
ByBlem of education to be denomination- 
alized. 

CROW'S NEST LABORERS. 

They Have Been Well Treated Notwith- 
standing Reports to the Contrary. 

Toronto, Nov. 16. — (Special) — The 
Mail prints a special from Leth bridge 
denying the truth of the charges of un- 
fair treatment of navvies on the Crow's 
Nest Pass railway.

Sir Oliver Retires With Pleasure -Mounted

Ottawa, Nov. 10. — Sir Oliver Mowat 
said good-bye to political life to-day. 
Ho attended It is last cabinet council, 
and shortly after four went downstairs 
to his oflice, where the clerks of the jus- 
tice department filed in and bade the 
minister good-bye. A few minutes later 
Sir Oliver left the building, his face 
beaming with pleasure as if he were glad 
to quit politics. To-morrow he leaves 
for Toronto, and will be Bworn in Lieu- 
tenant-Governor on Thursday. Hon. 
David MillB will bo sworn in minister of 
justice at the same time. 

Goorgo Goodwin, owner of the Knapp 
roller boat, says that it will not roll 
again until spring, it being too late for 
further experiments this season.

THE WHEAT CROP. 

Russian Supplies Rather Smaller Than 
Usual— Favorable Conditions In South 
America and India. 

Washington, Nov. 15. — In the agri- 
cultural department monthly review of 
the foreign crop situation much atten- 
tion ia devoted to the grain crop of Rus- 
sia, especially on account of its magni- 
tude as a factor in the European supply. 
After quoting a despatch painting the 
crop situation in various provinces in 
very black colars, the review callsfatten- 
tion to the fact that since the harvest 
Russia has exported grain very freely. 
The exports of wheat from August 1 to 
October 23, says the review, amounted 
to 4,152,840 quarters, against 2,855,010 
quarters and 3,383,780 quarters during 
tho corresponding period in 1896 
and 1805 respectively. That the 
crop was deficient was admitted, 
but that the failure was so serious as 
such reportB implied, few of the grain 
dealers of Europe would believe. Re- 
cently, however, some change of attitude 
is becoming apparent. Stocks in the 
ports are not increasing in the manner 
usual for this time of year, and tho opin- 
ion is freely expressed that after thiB 
month Kussiaean be relied upon for only 
a very moderate shipment. 

As regards crops now growing in the 
southern hemisphere, the news continues 
favorable. In Argentine drought, which 
for a time in some provinces threatened 
seriotiB injury, seems to have been gen- 
erally broken, and danger of any serious 
loss from such a source Beems now, in 
the advanced state of the crop, to have 
passed. The Indian wheat crop haB 
been sown under unfavorable conditions 
and the same is true of winter grain 
crops of Europe, and both in India and 
in Europe the weather seems in the main 
to have been very favorable 10 the growth 
of tho seed. 



THE DREYFUS AFFAIR. 

More Mysterious Documents Alleged to Be 
Circulating In Paris. 

Paris, Nov. 10. — Count Esterhazy in 
an interview declares he is the victim of 
a plot connected with the Dreyfus case. 
A month ago he received a letter warn- 
ing him that a former official o! the war 
office was formulating charges against 
him. The count immediately informed 
the minister of warof the circumstances, 
urging him to investigate the matter. A 
week ago a lady handed him documents 
of an exceedingly arave tenor, and com- 
promising Dreyfus to such an extent tiiat 
when published they would create an 
enormous sensation. Count Esterhazy 
asserta that he handed these documents 
to General Saussier, the military gov- 
ernor of Paris, but he first took the pre- 
caution to photograph them so as to 
have means to defend himself. 



MANITOBA AND NORTHWEST. 

Seventeen Million Bushels of Wheat— Rail- 
way Bridge Collapses. 

Winnipeg, Nov. 10. — (Special)— Jack- 
son & Co's music store at Brandon was 
badly damaged by fire early this morn- 
ing. The loss is $2,000 and is fully cov- 
ered by insurance in the Atlas and Com- 
mercial companies. Adams it Resser 
are the owners of the property. 

It is estimated that the amount of 
wheat delivered by farmers since Sep- 
tember 1 to date has been 17,000,000 
bushels. 

A small railway bridge over a branch 
oi the Bow river near Calvary gave way 
last night, precipitating two freight cars 
into the stream. The fireman was in- 
jured slightly.

Action as to the Suspension of 
Pelagic Hunting-. 



Canadian Officials Asked to Submit 
in Writing Their Views On a 
General Agreement. 



Leading New York Newspaper Re- 
proves United States Government 
for Sharp Practice, 



Washington, Nov. 10.— The Behring 
sea meeting, in which representatives of 
Great Britain and the United States 
have participated, came to a close to- 
night. The seal expertB made a unani- 
mous report concerning the condition of 
the Beal herds, and the diplomatic re- 
ports of the respective governments 
reach an understanding by which they 
hope at a later day to effect a final ad- 
justment not only of the Behring sea 
question, but of other pending border 
controversies. For the present, how- 
ever, no final action was taken as to tho 
suspension of pelagic sealing. 

The Canadians urged that other ques- 
tions be embraced in any plan of settle- 
ment and suggested an international 
commission to accomplish this end. 
This proposition was fully discussed and 
an agreement reached that the Canadian 
officials would put their views in writing 
after returning to Ottawa and submit 
them to the authorities here. All par- 
ties concerned say that the outlook is 
favorable to a satisfactory adjustment. 
The unanimous agreement of the experts 
brings the governments together for the 
first time on all the facts relating to the 
Beals. 



SIR WILFRID'S IDEA. 

He Wishes to Determine Other Issues Sim 
ultaneously With the Sealing. 

Washington, Nov. 10. — The Canadians 
determined to-day to meet the proposi- 
tion for tho immediate suspension of 
pelagic Bealing, with a counter proposi- 
tion for the establishment of a commis- 
sion to arrange a general settlement, not 
only of tho Behring sea question, but of 
reciprocity, border immigration, tho 
North Atlantic fisheries, and all pending 
questions between the United States and 
Canada. It is stated authoritatively 
that this proposition would be submit- 
ted when the diplomatic phases of tho 
subject were taken up to-day. Whether 
it would tend toward an adjustment was 
doubtful. It ib understood that while 
tho United States representatives had 
no objection to a commission as sug- 
gested by the Canadians, they will insist 
that the first preliminary to it ia (he sus- 
pension by a modus vivendi or tome 
other expedient temporarily, if need bp, 
of oelagic sealing. 

It developed to-day that Secretary 
Sherman had written a letter to Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier which may have an im- 
portant hearing on Canadian negotia- 
tions. It is said this letter resulted from 
the divided responsibility of the officials 
here, General Foster, having charge of 
Behring sea ; Secretary Gage, of immi- 
gration ; Mr. Kaeeon, of reciprocity, etc., 
so that no one person could consider the 
subjects homogenoualy, grunting a con- 
cession on one subject for an equal con- 
cession on another. It is understood 
that Secretary Sherman's letter to Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier suggests a means for a 
broader discussion of the relations be- 
tween the two countries. 

The Behring sea matter began at 11 
o'clock. At the morning session the ex- 
perts concluded their work on the 
technical features of tho seal question, 
reaching an agreement on all points of 
tiiil'erenee. The signing of their reports 
was deferred until -] o'clock. 

It was agreed that the report should 
not be made public until it was submit- 
ted to the respective governments. Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier, Sir Louis Davies and 
General Foster expect to confer on the 
larger diplamatic features. 



CALLS IT A COMEDY.

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Harry Salmon's, 
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Seal Herd Not in Danger of Exter- 
mination While Lund Haunts 
Are Protected. 



Excessive Pelagic Sealing 1 Has Caused 
Diminution— The Profit Now 
Inconsiderable. 



Washington, Nov. Hi. — The results of 
the sealing conferences just concluded 
are announced in an official statement 
made public by General Foster, who 
gives the following as an epitome of, the 
unanimous agreement:* 

That the Pribyloff herd 1ms declined 
in numbers from 18S-1 to lS'JT ; that the 
number was formerly three to five times 
that which now exists; that the death 
rate among pupa is great, not more than 
one-half to one-third surviving to the 
age of three years ; that the number of 
breeding females in 189(1 and 1807 was 
between 100,000 and 130,000; that the 
decrease from 1.80(3 to 1897 was notable 
though its extent could not be definitely 
determined ; 

That land killing oi males as now 
practised, does no harm to the herds; 
that the pelagic sealing involves india- 
r. mate killing; that the catch at sea 
contains a marked excess of femaleB ; 
that the killing of males on land is the 
cause of this; that among the females 
killed are not only those both nursing 
and pregnant but also many who are 
immature or who have already loBt their 
pups ; 

That the fur seal being polygamous, a 
large number of males may be killed 
with impunity ; that femalea cannot be 
killed in Bimilar number without check- 
ing the increase of the herd or bringing 
about an actual decline; that a small 
number of femalea less than the annual 
increment of breeders might bo taken 
without producing actual decrease; that 
excessive pelagic sealinir has led to a re- 
duction in the herds; that pelagic seal- 
ing has of late fallen off in greater ratio 
than the herd has, thus producing a 
tendency toward eijuilibrum in numbora ; 

That in estimating the future condi- 
tions of the herd there mast be taken in- 
to consideration the number of surviving 
pups caused by the pelagic catches of 
1894-95; that the herd is not in danger 
of actual extermination so long as the 
haunts on land are protected and the 
protected zone is maintained ; that both 
land and sea killing now yields an 
inconsiderable profit either to the lessee 
or to the pelagic sealers themselves.

BOMBARDMENT IMMINENT. 

Austrian Warships to Fire on a Turkish 
Port in Default of Immediate 
Reparation. 

London - , Nov. 16. — It now appears 
that the statement made yester- 
day in a special despatch from Vienna, 
that the Turkish government, in reply 
to the demands of Baron de Calice, 
the Austro-Hungarian ambassador to the 
Porte, had agreed to salute the Austrian 
flag alter dismissing the valia of Adona 
and Mersina for indignities offered to 
the Austrian Brazzafoli, was premature. 

Despatches from Vienna announce 
that up to midnight on Tuesday no inti- 
mation had been received of the inten- 
tion of the Turkish government to dis- 
miss the offending officials or Balute the 
flag. If, however, the Austrian demands 
are not complied with by noon to-mor- 
row (Thursday) Baron de Calice will 
leave Constantinople and tho Austrian 
warships will bombard Mersina. 



THE TRIBESMEN BOLD. 

Another Attack on the British Brigade— In- 
spiration for the Recent Outbreaks. 

Simla, Nov. 10. — Official dispatches 
to-day from the British camp in Maidan 
valley announce that Gen. Kempster's 
brigade, while coining in yesterday even- 
ing, was attacked by the enemy in 
force. The tribesmen were driven out 
with the assistance of star shells, which 
illuminated the scene of the encounter. 

The British officials have accepted the 
submission of the Maddkahls on tho sur- 
render of the property and rifles looted 
at Maizarand on the payment for Buch 
property bb is not forthcoming. This 
tribe also has to pay a line of 10,000 ru- 
pees and surrender 20 hostages for their 
future good conduct. 

The British oflicera found at the resi- 
dence oi Mullah Said Akhar letters from 
the tfaddah Mullah, saying: " The Turks 
have beaten the Greeks and have seized 
the approaches to India, and as the Brit- 
ish reinforcements are cut off, now is 
the time to strike a blow for Islam." 



TO PLEASE IRELAND. 

National Conservative Union Urges the 
Establishment of a Royal Residence. 

London, Nov. 10. — The National Union 
Conservative Association has olected 
Earl Cadogan president, and adopted a 
resolution In fsro? of the establishment 
of a royal residence in Ireland and its 
occasional occupation by a member of 
the royal family. The resolution says 
that this would tend to increase the 
sentiment of loyalty to the crown and 
the attachment to constitutional govern- 
ment. 



ST. PETERSBURG FLOODED. 

Great Damage in Outlying Parts and the 
Waters Still Risine. 

St. Petersburg, Nov. 16. — All day 
long a fierce wind baa driven tho waters 
up the streams and flooded the canals, 
the suburban islands and outlying por- 
tions of tho city. Several bridges have 
been Bwept away and the Hood continues 
to rise, threatening to assume grave pro- 
portions. At frequent intervals cannons 
are fired from the fortreBB to keep the in- 
habitants alert.

We cannot expect to win every 
time we arbitrate, but we have never 
since ceasod our efforts to upset the 
regulations framed in pursuance of the 
Paris award. 

" Now a conference is going on at 
Washington about eealing, in which 
Canada and the United States are repre- 
sented by experta. Sir Wilfrid Laurier, 
tho Canadian premier, is there looking 
on. Our state department haB turned 
over the Iiehring eea business to Mr. 
Foster, and Mr. FoBter hopes to make a 
bargain with Sir Wilfrid. 

"There is no objectiou to that, pro- 
vided the Canadian haB authority and is 
willing; but there can be no use telling 
the American public an agreement on 
pelagic Eealing would be reached if 
Canada did not object. Of course she 
objects. If she giveB up what ia to her 
a profitable industry, to which the Paris 
arbitration clearly affirmed her right, 
sho will only do so on terms and for fair 
compensation. She will not yield to 
threats, and the American public will 
not be misled by mis-statements." 

NEWFOUNDLAND MINISTRY. 

The Governor Refuses to Sanction Appoint- 
ments by His Defeated Advisers. 

St. Joiin'h, Nfld., Nov. 10. — The min- 
istry headed by Sir William Whiteway, 
formally resigned office this evening. 
Before resigning Sir William wished to 
fill all vacancies in the civil service with 
his defeated supporters and their fol- 
lowers, but Sir Herbert Murray, the gov- 
ernor, refused to sanction any perman- 
ent appointments, and consented to 
authorize only acting appointees. 

The cabinet of Sir James Winter will 
assume office at noon to-morrow, and 
following the precedent created by the 
controversy between Lord Aberdeen, 
Governor-General of Canada, and Sir 
Charles Tupper, while premier laBt year, 
will insist upon the cancellation of all 
these appointments immediately. 

The new premier will probably, im- 
mediately on attaining power, claim a 
representation for the colony of New- 
foundland at the reciprocity conference 
between the United States and Canada 
now sitting at Washington. His juBti 
fication for this step is the fact that the 
late Mr. James G. Blaine, when secre- 
tary of state, signed a reciprocity con 
vention with Newfoundland, dated in 
1800. 

The BritiBh government disallowed 
this treaty, because Canada was not in 
eluded in its preferential arrangements 
Now Newfoundland will claim that 
Canada is not entitled to negotiate for 
reciprocity unless Newfoundland ia in 
eluded in the benefits of the scheme. 



FUGITIVE BANK WRECKERS. 

A Hundred Men Protecting an Ex-President 
from Indiana Mob Violence. 

English, Indiana, Nov. 10. — John H 
Weathers, president of the defunct Eng 
lish bank, which closed its doors on Sat 
urday, was located to-day at Corydon, 
Ind., 25 miles from this city. He ex- 
pressed hia willingneBB to surrender to 
tho officers of the law to answer to any 
charges that might be brought against 
him, provided he be guaranteed protec 
tion. With this end in view, Sheriff 
Ballard left this morning with a posse of 
100 men all friends of Weathers, to ac- 
company tho ex-bank president to this 
city and to guard him against any out- 
break on tho part of the excited citizena 
who thronged the Btreets. 

Cashier H. It. Willett has not been 
heard from, but hia friends in this state 
and in Kentucky have come to his reecue 
and made up a fund amounting to many 
thou 1 anda of dollars to cover any short 
ago or irregularities that may be found 
in liiB accounts. A telegram received 
hero to-day stated that his wife was in a 
critical condition at Leavenworth, Ind., 
from the shock. The telegram also 
stated that hia grandmother had depos 
ited a check for $50,000 for him if he 
would return. It is believed he is in 
Canada. 

Louisville, Ky., Nov. 10. — I. A. Win- 
standley and I. .). Fredrick, president 
and cashier respectively of trie defunct 
New Albany (Indiana) Banking Com- 
pany were arrested to-day on indict- 
ments charging perjury. It is charge ' 
that Wiustandley and Fredrick swore 
falsely several months ago when they 
prepared affidavits asking for a continu- 
ance of the cases charging the wrecking 
of the New Albany bank. The defend- 
ant" pleaded today not guilty. 

Macon, Mich., Nov. 10. — Warrants 
were issued to-day fur the arrest of the 
officers of tho defunct People's Savings 
Dank of Lansing. Charles H. Oaband, 
the cashier, ia charged with making false 
entries in tho hook" with intent to de 
ceivu the bank officers and the stale 
banking commissioner!*. Two directors, 
Charles Brown and Christian Breisch, 
are to be arraigned charged with per- 
jury, it beintr alleged that they did not 
own in good faith the amount of Btock 
required by law as the qualification of 
directors. 



Knights' Next Meeting. 

Louisville, Ky., Nov. 10. — Tho gen- 
eral assembly of tho Knights of Labor 
this morning selected Chicago as the 
place and the lirsl Tuesday in November, 
18DS, as the time for their next meeting. 
Tho selection was not made without a 
contest, hut Chicago won on tho first 
ballot,

OPERATIONS ON 'CHANGE. 

A Dull but Firm New York Market— Grand 
Trunks Booming in London. 

New York, Nov. 10.— To-day was an- 
other remarkably dull day on the stock 
exchange. The only spurts of activity 
were due to manipulative niantejvres on 
the part of professional traders. The weak- 
ness of local gas Btocks is due to fears of 
failure of plans alleged to have been in con- 
templation for the amalgamation of die 
local companies. Cotton Oil, Tobacco and 
Leather preferred rose on traders' purchas- 
es, but for the most part lost their gains on 
realizing sales. The market was exceed- 
ingly narrow, both in the volume oi the 
dealing and in the movement of prices. Ex- 
cept in a few cases, prices show fractional 
net gains on the day. 

The Evening Post says: Some leisurely 
buying of one or two Granger stocks and 
some selling of Consolidated Gas which 
brought the price of that remarkable spec- 
ialty to a level six points below its Septem- 
ber "maximum, were the only noteworthy 
incidents in to-day's market. London did 
practically nothing. It speculated for frac- 
tional profits, much as the languid local 
professionals did. The buying of the 
Granger shares was accompanied by pre- 
dictions of abundant earnings, which are 
probably correct. Although to-day's mar- 
ket was strong it was very null, and could 
hard);.' be taken as reflecting more than a 
day's sentiment. 

The Evening Post's financial cable from 
London says: The stock markets were idle 
to-day. Consols and India stocks were 
linn, the former on government buying, 
the latter on reports that the post office 
savings bank may apply for power to in- 
vest therein.

VANCOUVER AFFAIRS. 

Harrison Lake Mines Reporting Well-That 
Liberal Platform— A Callous 
Husband. 

Vancouver, Nov. 16. — (Special) — A 
sack of ore from the Money Spinner 
mine, Tapella mountain, Harrison Lake, 
arrived here yesterday. As was the case 
with previous shipments, the rock was 
peppered abundantly with visible coarse 
gold. Work is going on rapidly on the 
Money Spinner mill, which is covered 
over, so that the weather does not in- 
terfere with the operations. 

In the Jubilee Syndicate sufficient 
money has been subscribed to float a 
company and buy the claims. There 
are twenty claims in all, situated on 
Tapella island, Harrison lake. It is 
probable that an allotment of atock will 
be put on the market. Excellent smelt- 
ing ore is being mined from the Fire 
Lake properties, at the foot of Tapella 
mountain. The ore is galena and gold. 

Yesterday nows waB received of the 
death iu Winnipeg of Mrs. Jukes, wife 
of Dr. Jukes of Winnipeg and mother of 
Mr. Andrew Jukes, manager of the Im- 
perial Bank, Vancouver. 

The News-Advertiser says: "Senator 
Templenian and the other Victoria Lib- 
erals, who wero in Vancouver on Satur- 
day discussing the party platform with 
prominent local Liberals, left on Sun- 
day's Charmer. The platform waB dis- 
cussed at two meetings of someduration, 
and it is understood will be made public 
within a few days." 

It was recently announced that medals 
would be granted to all those who took 
part in the Lord Wolseley Red river ex- 
pedition of 1870. So far as known, the 
only members of the expedition residing 
in Vancouver are Major J. W. Vaughan, 
Dr. Dillon, and Messrs. A. E. M'Curt- 
ney, K. Woods and John Grady. Any 
others now hero are requested to com- 
municate with Mr. M'Cartney. 

S. H. Boartlman was charged in the 
police court yesterday with having ne- 
glected to provide for his wife and fam- 
ily. The accused has been living at 
Kamloops for the last month or two, 
and in reply to the magistrate acknowl- 
edged that part of the time he had been 
keeping some one else. On being in- 
formed that he waB liabie to two years' 
imprisonment, the accused replied that 
he did not care if it was live. He was 
remanded. Chas. Stone, a etoker on 
board the R. M. S. Warrimoo, waB 
charged with being drui^c and also with 
assaulting one of the ship's officers. 
He was lined .$15 or two months. 

COWICHAN FARMERS. 

The Secretary's Report of the Agricultural 
Society's Operation 3 During the 
Past Year. 

Mr. President and Gentlemen: — I 
have much pleasure in being able to re- 
port this year on a much more favorable 
eeaeon and consequently better crops 
than we have had for the last few years. 

The dry weather in May and "June 
diminished the yield of early hay but 
the succeeding rains brought the remain- 
ing crop fully up to the average. These 
conditions were very unfavorable to the 
strawberry crop. The grain and root 
crops have been eood and fruit was 
plentiful and of good size and color. 

Prices, except for one or two articles, 
are high or at all events in greater de- 
mand than this time last year, while the 
prospects for next year are infinitely 
brighter. 

Oar exhibition was a great success as 
far as the inside exhibits were concerned 
and the fruit especially was greatly ad- 
mired by the visitors. The number of 
entrieB in stock, more particularly in 
the sheep and swine classes, waa disap- 
pointing and the incoming committee 
should endeavor to find means of secur- 
ing a larger exhibit in these classes. 
There were, however, altogether 150 
more entries this year than last, the 
figures being 838 and 985. 

Respecting the '98 exhibition I would 
remind you that it will be the thirtieth 
annual exhibition held by this society 
and with an increased prize list ellbrts 
should be made to secure a greater suc- 
cess than ever. 

The work of this association has been 
largely taken up with the organization 
of the co-operative association, and the 
number of meetings connected with this 
work rendered it practically impossible 
to hold meetings to discuss agricultural 
questions, which I hoped to arrango for 
last year. One meeting waB, however, 
held with a very lax attendance. 

The meetings which wo have held 
hitherto have beeu largely in the inter- 
ests of horticulture. The question of 
fruit growing has, however, been very 
prominent for the last few years, and 
the availibility of speakers on this sub- 
ject made horticultural meetings more 
easy to get up. The farmerh' institute 
bill, which waa recently passed by the 
legislature, will be a means of procuring 
speakers on more general subjects easier, 
although I think we should look to local 
talent as much ad possible and encour- 
age the same. 

This act provides for the amalgamation 
of the association societies of the prov- 
ince, and 1 would recommend our mem- 
bers to take advantage of this provision. 

The co-operation of the various associ- 
ation societies of the province isoneof the 
most important objects to be attained 
under this act, which by this clause pro- 
vides a means for communication and 
concerted action for the farmers and 
fruit growero of British Colqmbia. 

The farmers' institute or the agricul- 
tural society Bhould be to a farming dis- 
trict what a board of trade is to a town, 
viz. : co-operative action ; and I would 
have you notice that you will find that 
tho most prominent and busiest men 
find time to attend their board of trade 
meetings, and it is of equal importance 
that farmers attend the meetings of their 
agricultural society and make use of it. 

Among new work which I would like 
to see this society take up is tho im- 
provement of the appearance of our 
schools and main thoroughfares. 

The deserted and neglected appear- 
ance of many of our schools could easily 
bo altered into a more cheerful, prosper- 
ous aopeot by the planting of a few flow- 
ers, shrubs and shado trees. 

With this in view, I would recommend 
tho purchase and distribution of flower 
seeds and plants to the different schools

children to carry on the work. 

I do not appeal to you Bolely on the 
ground of sentiment, for when we con- 
sider that the value of our land exists to 
a certain extent on tho fact that this 
is a pleasant spot to dwell in, and that 
during the next few years in all proba- 
bility a large number of settlers will be 
visiting this country with a view to sett- 
ling here, I consider that a well-kept 
schoolhouse or a good road is an advert- 
isement to the neighborhood. I would 
recommend the planting of trees on this 
ground and the appointing of a commit- 
tee to meet with the municipal council 
with a view to secure an improvement 
in the appearance of tho wurroundings 
of our stations along the railway. 

I would suggest also that if possible 
means be taken to interest the boys of 
the farm in their work, either in the of- 
fering of prizeB for essays or by some 
other means. 

I would urge the ofl'ering of a substan- 
tial prize for a certain acreage of rootB 
and for a farmer's vegetable garden, 
these to be judged Bay two or three 
weeks later than the exhibition. 

In conclusion I would say that there 
is no doubt the market next year will be 
exceptionally brisk, and that when the 
demand comeB for produce we should be 
prepared to meet it.

A Missionary's Illustration of the Knowledge 
of Affairs in Farts of China.

SOME COL: 31 AN CRITICISMS. 



In the p.'b? - t other matters Borne ob- 
servations ivf jur friend tho Columbian 
have baen o.orlooked. One of them is 
that " the Ooionist does not venture to 
assert that the reuklsss expenditures of 
the government in any way led up to 
those rich discoveries," the reference 
being to tho discoveries in Kootenay 
The Columbian is in such a habit of in 
dulging in verbal quibbles, that if tho 
Colonist Bhould say that it did " ven 
ture to assort " the foregoing, our con 
temporary would in the course of a day 
or two boast that it had compelled the 
Colonist to admit the government ex 
penditures to have been reckless. There 
fore when we say that we do assert that 
tiie expenditures of the government of 
which the Columbian complains have 
directly contributed to the result which 
gratifies our contemporary no less than 
ourselves, we do not admit that the ex 
penditures were re'ckleas. 

It is better to state the Colonist's 
position affirmatively, and it is as fol 
lows: That tho liberal expenditures 
made by tho government during the last 
five or six years on public works, have 
j had an immense influence in opening up 
the' great mineral wealth of the pro 
vince. We take tho position that with 
out these expenditures in Kootenay on 
trails, highways, bridges and railways, 
the mines of Roaaland and Slocan would 
to-day be little more than prospects 
The Nakusp & Slocan, tho Kaslo it 
Slocan, the Columbia & Western, the 
Columbia & Kootenay railways, with 
their intersecting highways and trails, 
have enabled these mines to become 
producers of thousands of tons of ore 
weekly. Tho Columbian will not ven 
ture to deny this, nor to deny that when 
the government, with statesmanlike fore- 
thought, was assuming the responsi 
bility of these expenditures, it and ita 
friends were unsparing in their con 
deinnation of what they called excessive 
expenditures in the Kootenay. The 
bitter and ignorant opposition of the 
Columbian and its political friends to 
the progressive policy shown in these 
expenditures is a matter o( history. 

Equally hopeless is it for the Colum- 
bian to pretend to deny that when, in 
order to meet the outlay called for by 
the demand for public works, it became 
necessary to float a large loan, it and i 
political friends endeavored to persuade 
tho financial world that the province 
was drifting into bankruptcy. It is no- 
torious that they tried to defeat the pub- 
lic worliB loan, and would have regarded 
it as a political triumph if they could 
have compelled the Finance Minister to 
return from London empty handed. No 
email degree of courage was needed to 
face the opposition to tho public work 
loan, and no small degree of skill to 
face it successfully and procure tho 
money that was needed, at a low rate 
of interest. Tho same good judgment 
and skill were shown in expending tho 
money, and the result is that Kootenay 
is repaying tho province for the outlay 
incurred in her behalf. 

Neither will the Columbian venture to 
deny that it peraistently insisted that 
the provincial revenue was declining 
and a collapse waa inevitable. The sole 
motive of its action in that regard was 
to bring about tho defoat of the govern- 
ment and got ita own friends on tho 
treasury benches. To those who did not 
participate 111 ..ho cciutrovoisy referred 
to, it will aeein an astounding thing that 
n political coterie— they cannot be called 
it party— would Book to climb into office 
over the ruins of tho provincial credit, 
hilt to their everlasting discredit the 
f.M.t. riuiuiliiH of record to damn them 
flOW I forever iu tho eyos of all patri- 



otic British Columbiana. To-day this 
coterie are chagrined and disappointed 
by the failure of their miserable attempt, 
and every reference they make to the 
government ia made bitter by the know- 
ledge that tho provincial credit in the 
London market atands no high that the 
government need have no fear, so far as 
the money goeB, of undertaking moro 
and groater projects for the development 
of our reBources. 

The Columbian tells its readers that 
the Colonist defends the mortgage tax. 
Politeness requires us to say that the 
Columbian is mistaken. Wo do not 
care to use a harsher term against a pa- 
per that is usually courteous. There is 
no such thing as a mortgage tax in Brit- 
ish Columbia. There is a personal pro- 
perty tax, and men who lend personal 
property, i.e., money, on mortgage 
usually stipulate that the mortgagor 
shall pay the tax. The Colonist does 
not defend this practice, hut, on the 
contrary, it would like to have some one 
show how it can bo prevented. The Col- 
umbian will not deny that if a rich man 
baa all his property in money he should 
be taxed on it. Can it suggest how the 
law can prevent the rich man from shift- 
ing this tax from his own shoulders to 
those of the men who borrow his money? 
If it can, if it can discovor a plan where- 
by the man who makes Mb living by 
lending his money can he taxed on his 
personal property without being able to 
make tho borrower pay the taxes, it can 
count upon the staunch support of tho 
Colonist. We fear it will fail, and that 
in 189S, as ever since the days of Solo- 
mon and long before, it will remain true 
that " tho borrower is the servant of the 
lender." This process of shitting tho 
burden of taxation is not confined to 
money lenders, but, as we have already 
shown, men who lease property compel 
their lessees, either by direct covenant 
or indirectly by adding it to the rent', to 
pay the taxea on tho property. It iB, of 
course, possible to aboliBh the personal 
property tax, and a measure to that 
effect would be very popular with the 
money-lending and investing class ; but 
what other tax would be increased to 
make up the deficit? If tho increase 
should be in the real eatate tax, it would 
be harder ou the poorer clasa of farmera 
than tho personal property tax ia.

A TIMELY WARNING. 



Last summer the Colonist warned 
people who .wore atarting for the Klon- 
dyke via the mouth of the Yukon that 
they had put it off too late. Now it 
warna thoBO who talk about starting over 
the same route in December and January 
that they are much too aoon. There ia 
not the least use in any one going north 
with the view of reaching St. Michael's 
for months yet. To leave Victoria by the 
first of June is quite soon enough. We 
think it also well to say thua long in ad- 
vance that the provision Baid to be 
made for the river travel ia very far 
short of that Baid to bo made for trans- 
portation to St. Michael's. Tho dis- 
tance from that point to Dawson City ia 
2,000 mileB in round numbera, and there 
ia no way to cover this distance except 
in Bteamera. The river is navigable for 
leas than three months; but putting it 
at three months, it is obvious that if 
there are to be, as now appears probable, 
a dozen or more steamers running to St, 
Michael's, there ought to be fifty or sixty 
steamers on the Yukon. We say further 
that tho surest way of reaching tho Yu- 
kon gold fields early next year is to go 
by way of the Stickoeu-Teslin route 
during tho latter part of tho winter. 
This route is perfectly feasible, and 
thousands of peopl" will adopt it. We 
do not wish to bo understood as con- 
demning the St. Michael's route, for 
during the season o( navigation it will 
be the best available next year, if time 
is no particular object to the miner. It 
will be the beat available route next 
Bummer for heavy freight. It will 
always bo a freight route, no matter how 
many railways are to be built. Our only 
object in writing this article is to give 
notice that it is useless to start for the 
mouth of the Yukon during tho winter. 



trian ship of state will inevitably go on 
to the breakers. Her alliance with Ger- 
many has hampered Austria in domestic 
affaire, and it is easy (o understand how 
she might desire to be freed from its en- 
tanglement. As for Italy, any gratitude 
tbat Bhe may have felt for the gift of 
Venetin, has been fully discharged by her 
Btaunch adherence to the cause of Ger- 
many. It has cost her many millions. 
Both Italy and Austria would undoubt- 
edly be very glad to enter into a new 
arrangement which would free them 
from the Gorman incubus. Neither 
need fear attack from their former ally ; 
for Germany would bo afraid to risk it. 
France would fall upon her in an in- 
stant. 

Ab matters now appear to bo shaping 
themBelvoB, there is a prospect of the 
complete isolation of Germany. This 
would be a fitting reward for the thor- 
oughly Belfish policy which haB been 
maintained by the Berlin court for the 
last thirty-five years. Undoubtedly tho 
fame of the HohenzolloriiB has been 
greatly augmented ; but tho triumph of 
Hismarekism and XaiBorism has left 
Germany without a friend in Europe, 
and with the seeds of dissension Bown 
broadcast in the Germanic confederation.

What's wrong about that? Ia that not 
the common way of referring to a gentle- 
man who haB been recently knighted? 



Another statement of the Columbian 
calls for notice. It charges the govern- 
ment with having given away coal 
lands. We prefer to' think this state- 
ment to have been made erroneously. 
It may be well to atate the facta. The 
only lands given away in this province 
were those donated to colonies of Bot- 
tlers. The railway grants are not gifts. 
They are in tho nature of payments for 
railways. If we remember aright, the 
Columbian, in common with everyone 
else in the province, favored land grants 
in aid of railways. There waB no other 
way of aiding railways, for the province 
then waB not in a position tc borrow 
money to use in Bubaidies. If it had 
been able to do so, its credit would have 
been exhausted and taxation trebled. 
The granting of land subsidies has in 
no way impaired the public credit, but 
has, ou tho contrary, strengthened it by 
promoting great development. The land 
subsidies cost the public nothing. They 
did not reduce the taxable assets one 
iota, but on the contrary, as they are 
sold by the companies to Bettlera and 
othera, will become subject to taxation 
As to the coal lands, if the reference is 
to those in the Crow's Nest Pass, the 
only answer necessary is that these were 
not given away, for all the coa 
taken from them is subject to i 
royalty. The present government ia in 
no sense responsible for the grants of 
coal lands on Vancouver Island. They 
were arranged for in tho Clemeuta rail 
way bill, which conveyed all the land 
all the timber, all the minerals, and 
everything to tho company, and made 
no provision for settlerB. The men re 
sponsible for that measure were the po 
litical opponents of those now in power 
Subsequently the scope of this bonus 
waa curtailed as to amount, and provi 
sion was made for the purchase of the 
land by settlers for ifl an acre at anytime 
before the completion of the railway 
The position which the Columbian seems 
now to take is that no land should have 
been given in aid of railway construction, 
but that money only should bo given. It 
will be glad to know that bo improved ia 
the credit of the province in consequence 
of the progress, resulting in part from 
those land grantB, that if it Bhall hereof 
ter be deemed beat to give cash subsidies 
to railways, tho money can bo got on tho 
most favorable tormB. 

In ita reference to the suggested coa 
tax, tho Columbian takes exception to 
tho view of tho Colonist, that it would 
be shifted to the shoulders of other peo- 
ple, and says that any way it would 
amount only to a lev/ cents a ton. It 
cannot deny that the tax could ho shift- 
ed from the peoplo ( upon whom it would 
be imposed to the consumers of the 
coal, which would be taxing tho "coal 
barons " with f: vengeance. Neither can 
it deny that competition in tho San Fran- 
ciaco market might compel tho coal 
mino owners to charge tho whole of tho 
tax to the British Columbia consumers, 
whereby tho few cents a ton would be 
increasod by tho amount uncollectible in 
San Francisco. If the Columbian can 
deviBO a coal tax which will bo paid by 
tho San Francisco consumers and not 
cut down our coal output we will gladly 
endeavor to have it imposed. But 
we do not want to pay any more for our 



MORE FALSEHOOD 

FROM SEA TTLE. 

Efforts are being made in Senttle and 
Portland to create the impression that 
the Stickeen is not navigable. Of course 
the Poat-Iutelligencer gives currency to 
the falsehood. Did our Seattle and 
Portland contemporaries never hear the 
story of the man who consulted the law- 
yer about a question involving hiB iir- 
reBt? " Why, man," said tho lawyer, 
" they can't put you in jail for that." 
To which the client replied: "Yea, 
man, but you see they have." It may 
be perfectly true that in tho opinion of 
certain people in Seattle and Portland 
the Stickeen ia not navigable ; but, un- 
fortunately for them, the river has been 
regularly navigated by Bteamera for the 
laat twenty-five yeara. Of course a 
small fact like this cuts no figure in the 
eyes of the toutera for the Seattle and 
Portland outfitters. 

A Becond proposition to which the 
papers in queation are giving currency iB 
that neither a trail nor a railway can be 
built between the Stickeen and Teslin 
Lake, There ia no reaBon why a man 
should not believe this if he wishes to. 
There is no law against a man's believ- 
ing that the bottomless pit is situated in 
Pioneer Square, Seattle. The men who 
know the country between the river and 
tho lake, the men who have been sent 
out to explore the route, Bay tbat a good 
trail and a good railway line can be got. 
The paperB in question say that no one 
has ever seen the trail. This is not true : 
for a trail has been in use between the 
river and lake Bince before Seattle had 
an existence. 



A NEW TRIPLE ALLIANCE. 

The report that an understanding baa 
been reached between Great Britain 
Italy and Austria may bo a second fore 
shadowing of " the important news " re- 
ferred to in a loading English paper 
lately. It has for some time been ap- 
parent that the interest of Austria in the 
designs of Germany was greatly dimin- 
ishing and Italy never went into the 
combination with any other motive than 
self-protection. After Sedan there waa 
naturally a re-grouping of the European 
powers. Bismarck was determined to 
isolate Franco, and the result was the 
Triple Alliance, which whb intended for 
no other purpose than to prevent France 
from entering upon a war of revenge 
If Italy had held aloof, Bhe would have 
had to chooee between an alliance with 
Franco and war, and she cast her lot in 
with tho then dominant power of the 
continent. Austria had already, at I 
dowa, felt the touch of German steel and 
had no wiBh for a new experience. There 
ia no reason to question the sincerity of 
Biemarck's pacific professions. He had 
got all ho wanted. Ho had robbed Den- 
mark of Schleswig-IIolstein ; he had 
driven Austria out of tho Germanic con- 
federation and compelled her to give up 
Vonetia to Italy ; he had forced France 
to yield Alsace-Lorraine. As there was 
nothing more in sight to be Btolon, he 
was prepared for peace. It is evident 
that, whatever may have been tho plana 
of Biamarck, they now form no part of 
tho policy of Germany. The KaiBer de- 
sires to play a role of his own, and it ia 
not clear that either of his allies has any 
special interest in hie success. They 
can hardly bo expected to lend their aid 
to the ambitious designs of the Kaiaer to 
make Germany the supreme powor in 
tho world. 

Moreover Austria haa her own trouble*. 
It has been said that all that holda the 
empire together is the person d influence 
of tho Emperor. He is only sixty-sovon

VEGETABLES FOR MINERS. 

An Evaporating Plant in Victoria Will Sup 
ply a Need of Klondyke Prospectors. 

Mr. A. F. Spawn of Tp.coma, the in- 
ventor of an improved process of evap- 
orating vegetables, was at the Driard 
yesterday. His visit here was for the 
purpose of arranging for the placing of a 
plant in Victoria, which object he has 
practically accomplished. The many 
samples of evaporated vegetables and 
other articles of food which Mr. Spawn 
exhibited were of an inviting character, 
the Irish and sweet potatoes, carrots, 
parsnips, vegetable Eoup and Irish stew 
mixtures, being tasty and palatable. Of 
course tho supplying of the miners with 
freBh vegetables in a compact form 
is the chief object looked forward 
to, although Mr. Spawn claims 
that vegetables by his process are as 
fresh and as palatable as the vegetable 
in itB ordinary stato of freshness when 
prepared for the table. It is possible 
for the miner in tho interiorof tho Klon- 
dyke to have fresh vegetables twice a 
day for every day in the year from one 
hundred pounds of the evaporated 
article. From the soup and stew mix- 
tures it is also possible for him to have a 
variety of soups, especially where meat 
extracts have been taken. The vege- 
tables are reduced in weight from 12 to 1. 
There is a large demand for the Tacoma 
article, and there should be a market for 
all that a plant could turn out here. 
The factory would furnish a profitable 
purchaser to farmers for all kinds of 
vegetables, roots and fruits, and the 
miner and mariner be supplied with the 
material for all sorts of vegetable dishes 
— from squash and pumpkin pie to the 
homely but necessary potato and cab- 
bage.

first took up the charge of murder 
against Aitkin, who shot Goorgo Brown, 
his father-in-law, on March 17 hiBt, and 
related tho circumstances as shown by 
tho depositions. There waB no doubt, 
ho said, that Brown had died of the 
wound inflicted by Aitkin, therefore it 
was a prima facie case and should be 
sent to the petit jury for trial as to tho 
circumstances under which the shooting 
was done. 

Next he touched on the Reda stabbing 
case, where Pelousa and Barata were 
stabbed in the row at the Grand Pacific 
hotel by the accused. 

In reference to Cummiiigs, charged 
with shooting Bailey with intent to 
murder, the Chief Justice remarked 
that the evidence had all been 
handed in to him the night before, 
but as a shorthand reporter had 
been employed, the evidence waB un- 
neceBBarily bulky and he had not had 
time to go through the depositions. He 
considered the taking of the evidence in 
shorthand at the preliminary hearing an 
unnecessary expense except in cases of 
necessity which sometimes arose. He 
made similar remarks upon the Hole 
Taw case, and when informed that the 
defense and not tho Crown had paid for 
the stenographer, remarked, " So much 
the worse; it is a bad day for the Crown 
when they have to depend on the ac- 
cused for the expense of taking evidence 
against him." 

Having finished his instructions to the 
jury on tho cases presented for their 
consideration, the Chief JuBtice remarked 
that as the functions of a grand jury were 
such as to include questions dealing 
with the general good of the community 
it would not be out of place perhaps if 
he referred to the fact that things in tho 
county and province generally had de- 
cidedly changed for the better since tho 
sitting of the last assize court, or at least 
since that of a year ago. Then every- 
thing appeared gloomy and dull, but 
now tho condition of things or at least 
tho outlook was hopeful and prosperous. 
We never dreamt a year ago that there 
was going to be the promise of such an 
immense population as was certain to 
flow into the place in the next few 
months, nor had the news reached us of 
tho discovery of the rich gold fields 
in the north which are just now 
attracting people to these shores. 
Under favorable conditions much of this 
vast population would stay, and become 
citizens. For a time, at least, in pass- 
ing they are bound to bring prosperity. 
It largely remained with the people and 
by the methods they took of making the 
place attractive, whether that prosperity 
continued or whether it passed ou and 
like tho coming of tho locusts left he- 
hind it a condition of things worse than 
befuro. With a country like this with 
its resources and climate there were 
many inducements in this, one of tho 
finest spots in the world to cause people 
to stay here, butit lay with the people to 
make the place attractive and tho cities 
seem alivo to this at the present hour. 
Some time ago a move was made, whioL 
ho thought was in the right 
to 



the purpose. He could not help think 
ing that if tho by-law were placed before 
the people now it would carry by a» large 
a majority as it had been lost by before 

The work can be done cheaply now, 
many were hero wanting work and would 
bo glad of the chance to earn money 
at reasonable wages. The money 
could bo economically expended. He 
could not see why the town Council, 
which was trusted every year with very 
much larger sums of money, could not 
be trusted to expend the money pro- 
perly. There was a difl'eronco of opin- 
ion as to whether it would not be better 
to have a continuous system of govern- 
ment by commissioners instead of by a 
city council which was subject to change 
every year ; but there is no time to diB 
cush that question before tho expendi 
ture, afterwards the people could settle 
that point themselves, but in the mean- 
time the city must do the best it can 
with the present method of city govern- 
ment, and it was very poor economy to 
elect a mayor and alderman to irovern 
tho city and then not to trust them to 
do it. The saying was as true to-day as 
when it was utte ed over 2,000 years ago, 
that "An unwiBO king shall bo the ruin of 
his.poople, and cities shall be inhabited 
through tho prudence of their rulers." 
The rulers nowadays are the people 
themselves and those they select to gov- 
ern them. If tho people are watchful 
and prudent they will have well inhab- 
ited cities, if thfy do not govern them- 
selves with judgment and thoughtful- 
iiess, then the cities will not bo inhabited 
and grass will grow on tho streets. He 
made these remarks as one taking a deep 
interest in the well-being of the city and 
believing that tho rulers— that is to Bay 
tho ratepayers themselves— should have 
these matters in mind. 

Tho Crown entered a nolle prosequi in 
Ah Lin's case, which was found by the 
Full court to have no evidence against 
the accused. A nolle prosequi was also 
entered in an abduction case against J. 
1'. Hay den, which had been standing 
since 1891. The accused had appeared 
and handed over the amount of his bonds 
to tho Crown, but it waa found that the 
evideneo did not justify tho case being 
pushed. 

Tho grand jury, after considering the 
indictments before them, brought in 
true bills in all tho cases, viz. : 

Regina v. Reda, unlawfully wounding. 

Regina v. Aitkin, murdor. 

Regina v. Hok Taw, forgery. 

Regina v. Cummings, shooting with 
intent to murder. 

Regina v. Jen Wing, theft. 

Some of the grand jury, while satisfied 
that the shot fired by Aitkin killed 
Brown, did not like to use the word 
murder. The Chief Justice explained, 
however, if they were satisfied that 
Aitkin killed Brown they must bring in 
the indictment as murder, and it would 
be for tho accused at his trial to show 
that in killing Brown he was not guilty 
of murder. 

Tho trial of Antonio Reda, charged 
with stabbing another Italian named 
Palousa, took up tho rest of tho day, Mr. 
A. G. Smith appearing for the Crown, 
and Mr. Thornton Fell for the defence. 
This waB the Grand Pacific Baloon 
stabbing affray, which was given very 
full when tho case was up in the police 
court. 

His counsel took the ground that Reda 
had acted in self-defence, and the accus- 
ed, who took the stand in his own be- 
half, stated that Palousa, Barata and 
Pesola came at him together, two armed 
with chairs and one with a stick. Ho had 
in self-defence drawn a penknife and 
slashed out at them. 

At 10 o'clock the case was finished 
with the exception of the judge's charge 
to the jury. This the Chief Justice do- 
cided he would give in the morning, and 
tho court was accordingly adjourned, tho 
jury being made as comfortable as pos- 
sible and locked up for tho night.

put tho roads and streets of Victoria 
in good order. Nothing did more to 
make a city attractive than to see tho 
atreots and sidewalks in good condition, 
and it was ropollant to strangers to wit- 
ness thorn in bad order. Consequently, 
if people came here and saw dilapidated 
roada and sidewalks broken and out of 
repair it would tend to drive away many 
who otherwise would remain here, and 
would act to the city 'b detriment abroad. 
Ifo believed that nothing was more at- 
tractive in a city than clean, well kept 
streets aud sidewalks, the houses painted 
and everything showing an appearance 
of neatness and comfort; therefore ho 
had boon pleased to eoo during tho sum- 
mer that the city council proposed to 
borrow some monoy for the purpose of 
putting tho avenues of traflic in repair. 
When tho by-law was laid before tho 
ratepayers the prospects were not ap- 
parent as now, and people did not 
appreciate what was in Btore. The rate- 
payers at that time rfjected the by-law 
largely from an idea that the work might 
bo done gradually out of tho ordinary 
revenue. That might be true under or- 
dinary conditions, but now that the nec- 
essity hna suddenly arisen of prompt no- 
tion in order to take advantage of tho 
coming tide of prosperity, tho city had to 
moot tho emergency, or the good times 
would paas before anything waa done, 
the ordinary revenuo would not do for

With an Interesting News 
Budget. 



A Chinese Placer Field Rivalling 
Even the Klondyke— Siber- 
ian Railways. 



Japan's Famous Warship " Fuso- 
Kau " Sunk— Earthquakes in 
the Philippines. 



There was a heart-breaking surprise 
awaiting one of the EmpreBs of China's 
ship's company when the white C.P.R. 
liner reached William Head quarantine 
yesterday afternoon, her electrician, Mr. 
E. G. Edmunds, then learning of the 
death of his wife, which came a few 
weekB ago as a personal grief to very 
many friends in Victoria. Mrs. Ed- 
munds' illness had been of extremely 
brief duration, and the bereaved hus- 
band was therefore totally unprepared 
for the shock of the sorrowful news, 
broken to him aB gently as possible by a 
number of co-workers with the late MrB. 
Edmunds in her many charitable en- 
terprises. 

Considering the eeason, the " thirty- 
second homeward voyage" of the China 
was notably pleasant. It occupied but 
eleven days and eighteen hours from 
Yokohama, and was uniformly delight- 
ful, although uneventful. Hongkong 
was left behind on the 27th ultimo, lino 
weathar and a light monsoon prevailing 
to Woo Sung. Thence a strong wind 
carried the white liner to Nagasaki. 
Continued bright weather marked the 
run to Kobe and Yokohama, which lat- 
ter port was vacated on the 5th instant. 
Crossing the Pacific, Captain Pybus had 
fine weather with moderate to freBh 
northerly and northwesterly winds to 
the meridian. The line was crossed on 
the 10th and thence to Victoria moderate 
winds, Binooth sea and tine weather were 
continuous, Purser Bourne's memoran- 
dum of the trip declaring it " the finest 
passage of the year." 

It was not to be expected that the pas- 
senger list would be a pretentious one, 
for at the present season trans-Pacilic 
traffic is all in the other direction. 
There were in the China's saloon but 
twenty-two, while eleven crossed over in 
the intermediate, and 212 Asiatics found 
accommodation in the steerage. The 
cargo included t>vo thousand — or to be 
precisely correct, 1,991 2(5-40 — tons of 
miscellaneous products of the Orient, 
comprising shipment of the first Japan- 
ese oranges of the present season. 

Of the passengers, the best known per- 
haps was Dr. S. W. Bushell who, after a 
somewhat extended period of service in 
the British legation at Peking, is now 
travelling to London, on a mission of 
rest nnd recreation. MisB A. M. Bald- 
win is an American lady of means, who 
is returning from a sightseeing tour in the 
lands of the Orient; C. Bretschneider is 
a Yokohama merchant, who, accompan- 
ied by Miss BretBchneider, ia combining 
pleasure with a business visit to Amer- 
ica. M. P. Chamillard, the Russian 
railwav engineer and mechanical expert, 
who went across to Siberia some months 
ago in connection with the providing of 
transportation facilities for that i;reat 
country, is now homeward bound, M. G. 
Gavetski accompanying him to St. Pe- 
tersburg. 

Mr. and Mrs. Jonathan Dwight are 
residents of the Eastern states who are 
travelling for pleasure. They, with Mr. 
H. Crewer, Mr. and Mrs. Roland Finch 
of Shanghai, Dr. Piers Hatton of Yoko- 
hama, Bishop Hofinan, Mr. R. A. Mo- 
Clymont, Mr. H. W. Robertson, Mr. E. 
B. Salt well, Mr. A. Stead, Mr. W. S. 
Taylor, Mr. F. S. Warren, and the Misses 
Louise and M. M. Williams complete 
the passenger list.

CHAN-SI'S RICH PLACERS. 

Rev. Bishop Hofinan Talks of the 
Wealth ot This Section of 
Northern China. 



It iB not only in the Klondyke that 
gold is plentiful for all who dig industri- 
ously. Away in the north of China in 
the little known province of Chan-si 
there is, according to Bishop Ilofrnan, 
the father of the Roman Catholic church, 
enough of the yellow dust to make many 
multi-millionaires. For centurieB past 
the Chinese have been working these 
bedrock digging for rich returns — simply 
picking the small nuggets, and not even 
washing the pay dirt— yet the BUpply 
seems inexhaustible, and were the 
mines in any other country than 
China their name and productiveness 
would long ere this have been heralded 
to the remotest corners of the earth. 
The good Bishop passed through by the 
Empress yesterday, en route to Rome on 
bneineBB in connection with the exten- 
sion of h iB mission work, and while the 
liner lay at quarantine he told something 
of the nature of the mysterious country 
whence he comes. 

Of the Europeans, he says, only the 
Roman Catholic missionaries have as 
yet penetrated to the remoter confines 
of Chan-si province, where to this day 
tho customs and habits of live centuries 
ago hold away. The people are quiet, 
inoffensive and intelligent, and do not 
share to any degree the hostility evi- 
denced by their countrymen to the south 
towards the spokesmen of tho Christian 
religion. Hence he and tho sixteen 
flemish priests associated with him in 
the work have in the twenty-seven years 
during which ho has been resident in 
tho province, gathered about them a 
Christianized Chinest community of up- 
wards of nine thousand. 

A majority of these, aB of the entiro 
population of this section of Chan-si, are 
miners, nnd — to quote the right reverend 
father, " like the members of the class 
usually are— quiet, intelligent and broad 
minded." 

From this description— for tho vener- 
able Bishop would not think of jesting — 
it is evident the Chinese miners are 
essentially dissimilar in characteristics 
from some of their American brethren. 
They have been working bo' h the gold 
and the iron mines heretofore by the 
most primitive of methods; and would 
<loubtleBB have continued to do-so until 
tho end of time had not the government 
«i Peking awakened recently to some- 
thing like a reflection of modernity.

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the construction and opening this year 
of a railway from the capital to Han- 
kow, while another lino of 120 sea 
miles, or " four days' travelling," is 
now projected, to connect Peking with 
the gold mines at I'au-ting-fu. 

Whether this nieana the dawn of a 
new day for Northern China cannot 
yet be determined. Bishop Ilofrnan 
thinks not. The country ia too vast, 
ho holds, to become other than it is 
until centuries have imperceptibly 
worked out its destiny. 

BY RAIL ACROSS SIBERIA. 

From Vladivostock to Moscow in Ten Days 
—A Projected Trans-Manchurlan 
Line. 

Having awakened to the importanceof 
railways in the upbuilding of a country, 
the Russian authorities appear to bo 
proceeding on the principle that one 
cannot have too much of a good thing. 
Mr. J. D. Gavetzki, tho government en- 
gineer, and M. Paul Chamillard, who 
was despatched with him by the Rus- 
sian authorities to examino the Siberian 
road prior to its opening, returned by 
the Empress yesterday, with the inten- 
tion of iroing through to Washington and 
New York -before returning to their 
European homes. 

The railway which now removes from 
Siberia the reproach of inaccessibility, 
and ia the northernmost transcontin- 
ental line of the world, was formally 
opened only about four months ago. un- 
ceremoniously and unpretentiously as 
can well be imagined. By it Vladivo- 
stock is placed within ten days of Mos- 
cow, the journey being all rail, save 
where a one hundred mile detour is. 
made around lake BalkaBh, and whoro 
the river steamers on the Amoor obviate 
tho necessity of railroad building. The 
country opened up is rich in mineral, 
pastoral agriculture and other resources, 
to which French and other European 
companies — not forgetting the ever-pre- 
sent English — are already devoting at- 
tention. 

Now that this primary line across Rus- 
sia in Asia has been secured, M. Gavet- 
zki states that negotiations are in pro- 
gress looking to its being paralleled by 
a road farther to the south starting at 
Poltowa-kaia — whence two kilometeis 
has already been constructed — and pene- 
trating the rich cereal producing section 
of Manchuria before uniting at ,the 
Amoor with the main line. The conces- 
sions from the Chinese government have 
already been secured and according to 
M. Gavetzki, three years later will Bee 
the road completed and in operation. 

THE HISTORIC "FUSO-KAN " 

Goes to the Bottom as a Sequel to the 
Manoeuvres of the Standing 
Squadron. 

According to the Japanese exchanges 
which the Empress brought, the historic 
man-of-war Fuso ran on a rock near 
Nagahama on the Kita division of Iyo 
province, and sank in leea than an hour, 
on the evening of the 29th of October. 
When tho C. P. R. liner sailed for 
America, the upper works of the stranded 
vessel were just visible at the highest 
stage of the tide, and the Matsushima 
and four other vessels of the Imperial 
navy were engaged in tho effort to release 
her. 

Tho Fuso-Kan long enjoyed the dis- 
tinction of being Japan's only ironclad. 
The was built in 1877; has a bolt of 
seven inches increased to nine inches 
over her battery ; was of :»,777 tons dis- 
placement; and carried twelve guns, of 
which the largest wero four 15 ton 
[Crupp'e. There were no casualties to 
life or limb in connection with thuFuso'a 
loss, and at last reports it whb anticipa- 
ted that alio could bo raised without ser- 
ious difficulty. 

Nagahama is a port on the Iyo Nada, 
which washes the southwestern shore of 
Shikoku. Until the seismic disturb- 
ances of early September the place pre- 
sented no serious obstacles to naviga- 
tion, although considerable shifting of 
depths has since been reported. 

Tho detailed story of tho Fuso's miB- 
hap is to the effect that while the stand- 
ing squadron was manoeuvring near 
Nagahama on the 29th ultimo, tho 
stem of the Fubo collided with 
the bow of tho Mataushima, owing 
to the strong current, damaging her 
propeller and injuring her hull, so that 
she ran aground on tho nearest known 
shore to avoid sinking in deep water. 

The China Mutual Steam Navigation 
Co.'s steamer Moyuno also came to grief 
on the eventful 29th of October, striking 
on an unknown rock nonr Palawan 
island, at a place marked " 200 fathoms " 
on the chart. Ic ia said that the rock 
baa in this case been thrown to tho sur- 
face by tho recent seismic disturbances.

danan and in tho Sulu Sen, which is 
considered to have equalled in violence 
the great earthquakes experienced at 
Manila in 1863 and 1880. A letterfrom 
Camboanga to tho Comorcio states 
that at 3:20 a.m. on the 21st, an oscil- 
lation of marked intensity was experi- 
enced lasting a minute and a half. 
The inhabitants at once wished 
out of their houses and congregated 
in the streets. Smaller shocks 
wero experienced at intervals until 1 :30 
p.m., when one of extreme violence took 
place which brought most of the bouses 
down, the various public buildings being 
amongst those destroyed. At the same 
time a tidal wave occurred, after which 
tho water for BOtno time rose and fell in 
rapid succession. From some of the vil- 
lages along the coast a large loss of life 
is reported and there was cons'derable 
destruction of property at all of them. 
Private letters published in the Comor- 
cio give graphic description of the har- 
rowing experience through which the 
writers passed.

When n man who is yet young ar- 
rives at tho conclusion that life holds 
nothing more for him and that hu can 
only devote himself to tho good of 
others, tliero is pleuty of keen wretch- 
edness in store for him.

Mr. .Justice ITcColl Determines That 
Bennett Be Surrendered to Cali- 
fornia Authorities. 



Fifteen Days, However, Allowed the 
Accused to Apply for Habeas 
Corpus. 



James G. Bennett, the Californian 
charged with attempting to kill his wife, 
will have to go back to tho States to 
stand his trial, the extradition proceed- 
ings taken out by the State oi California 
resulting successfully yesterday after- 
noon in so far aB the judge's order for the 
surrender of tho accused under the ex 
tradition act. There ia, however, still 
the right of habeas corpus proceedings, 
and this will bo availed of to the utmost 
by tho defence. Tho case excited a great 
deal of interest, there being a large 
number of spectators present- at the 
hearing beforo Mr. Justice McColl. 

Tho application for extradition was 
made by Mr. J. P. WallB ou behalf of 
tho State of California for the extra- 
dition of Bennett, Mr. Herbert E. A. 
Robertson for the defence oppoeing the 
application. 

The oflicer sent by tho California 
authorities, Mr. T. J. Coleman, testified 
that he was in tho building at 1-1 Mc- 
Allister street on October 9 last, and 
hearing screams on the floor above where 
he wns he rushed upstairs and 
the landing, found Bennett struggling 
with Mrs. Bennett on the floor. The 
woman was bleeding and the man was in 
the act of cutting her throat with a pock 
et knife. Coleman caught hold of Ben- 
nett and dragged him away and Bennett 
then drove the knife into his own throat. 

Next came a number of depositions 
One was that of Edward Gibson, of the 
San Francisco police department, who 
stated that Bennett while at tho receiv- 
ing hospital had admitted the crime, 
alleging that his wife's refusal to live 
with him and the attentions of other 
men to her was his provocation. 

A deposition of Frederick Smith, Ben- 
nett's guard at the receiving hospital, 
narrated the facts of tha accused's 
escape from the hospital, which was 
effected by simulating sleep, which 
threw Smith off his guard and caused 
him to leave for a short time, Bonnett 
taking advantage of this to escape. 

One of the most important depositions 
was that of Mrs. Bennett with an account 
of the assault. Bennett, she stated, 
entered her room and expressed his in- 
tention of killing her. She seized hia 
hands to prevent him drawing 
his knife, and in the struggle that 
followed tho man and woman left 
the room and reached the top of 
the stairs. Here Bennett got his hand 
free and stabbed her in the neck. She 
fell and he fell on top of her, and was 
cutting iter throat when Coleman arriv- 
ed. Mrs. Bennett stated she had already 
secured a divorce from Bennett on ac- 
count of hia ill-treatment of her. 

The evidence of Detective Perdue as to 
Bennett's arrest was nest given. 

Mr. Herbert E. A. Robertson urged 
numerous objections in defence of li ia 
client. In the first place he argued that 
the depositions should not be admitted 
on the ground that no authority had been 
shown for taking them. This 
objection was overruled. -Mr. Rob- 
ertson cited authorities for the 
purpose of showing that there must bo n 
requisition on the part of the govern- 
ment of the State of California to em- 
power the court to act, and that the 
prosecution must establish a case that 
would secure conviction nnder Cali- 
fornia laws for tho offence of attempted 
murder. He urged thatjsuch a case had 
not been made out and that there was 
no proof of requisition. He therefore 
asked that the prisoner he discharged. 

Mr. Justice McColl suggested that 
these points conld be better dealt with 
on habeas corpus proceedings. Ho there- 
fore made the order to tho effect that the 
court had determined that Bennett, 
should be surrendered under the extra- 
dition act, but allowed fifteen days in 
which application might be made for 
habeas corpus. 

As Bennett has expressed his inten- 
tion of fighting extradition as bitterly as 
possible, application will probaby bo

HINTS TO FRUIT GROWERS. 

How to Prepare the Orchards for Next Sea- 
son's Crop. 

The past season has been a very fav- 
orable one for nearly all kinds of fruit, 
and tho largest crops over produced in 
British Columbia have been or are in 
process of being marketed. 

Undoubtedly in many cases there has 
been a severe strain upon the vitality of 
fruit trees in carrying such heavy crops 
of fruit to maturity. This is especially 
the case with young orchards, where 
often an array of props was needed to 
prevent the trees breaking down under 
their burden. 

It is now well to consider the " re- 
quirements" of fruit treeB with the 
view of doing whatever is necessary or 
possible to enable them to keep up their 
vigor of growth and productiveness in 
coining years. 

Too often, we may fairiy assume, 
where orchard land is also used as a hay 
meadow, the trees have made a long 
stride towards premature uselesBnesB in 
the effort to mature their load of fruit 
under adverse conditions, and if trees 
growing under such treatment arc valued, 
the land should be brought under culti- 
vation, taking care in ploughing not to 
injure the rootB more than can tie helped. 
If for some reason it is not desired 
'.o eultivato all the ground, the 
trees should bo lightly spaded around 
as far as their roots extend. Most 
orchards will benefit from the applica- 
tion to the soil of some kind of plant 
food, the demand upon the land for 
both potash and phosphoric acid boine 
large when heavy crops of fruit are pro- 
duced. The most useful fertilizer for all 
kinds of fruit trees and busheB ie wood 
ashes, and they should be carefully saved 
and applied. As the Bupply of wood 
ashes is nearly always far short of the 
requirements of the trees, it becomes 
necessary to supplement them, and for 
this purpose a good substitute may be 
made as follows : 

Fresh slaked lime 20 lbs. 

Bone superphosphate 10 '• 

Muriate of potash 8 " 

Mixed together. 

This quantity is sufficient for a large 
tree in full bearing, smaller treeB in pro- 
portion. If the land is under cultiva- 
tion, one half the amount need could be 
applied at once, the other half in the 
early spring, and tho fertilizer should be 
well worked into the soil as far as the 
roots of the trees extend. 

Well rotted Btable manure may also 
often be applied with advantage, especi- 
ally to orchards which have been in 
bearing some years and are not making 
much young growth ; but in young 
orchards, especially where " bark 
disease " is troublesome, it is safer to 
use only mineral fertilizers. The proper 
drainage of orchard land is another 
matter which should be well looked 
after. More time ia available for work 
of this nature during the winter months, 
and the grading of drains is compara- 
tively an easy matter while water is 
moving through the soil. Under drains 
should be made not leas than three feet 
in depth, and sometimes deeper, bear- 
ing in mind that the deeper the drain 
tho greater the area drained, and the 
deeper the soil available for the roots of 
the trees to draw upon for plant food. 

The question of pruning will also pre- 
sent itself, and here good judgment is 
needed to determine just " how much " 
or " how little " cutting should be done 
for best results. Generally speaking, a 
judicious " thinning out " of some of the 
new growth, and perhaps part o( the 
ol il wood, too, is required. In this 
caso, the necessary cuts should he 
made cloae to the stem or branch 
from which the superfluous wood starts. 
In some cases, no doubt, a certain 
amount of cutting back or shortening is 
in order, but it should be borne in mind 
that this procedure is sure to be follow- 
ed the next season by the growth of a 
number of shoots below where the cuts 
are made, which should be thinned out 
during the growing season. In fact, 
wtierever cuts are made, unnecessary 
growths are apt to start, and should bo 
removed at the same time. In the case 
of young trees, one to three years plant- 
ed, a partial cutting back of the current 
year's growth should be made, to ensure 
Btocky trees, with well balanced tops, 
and with these also there should he a 
vigorous thinning out of the new wood 
shoots the following summer. It well 
done this will materially lessen the 
amount of pruning required in after 
years. Wounds of any size should be 
covered with paint or grafting wit* to 
preserve the wood from decay. 

In all instances care should be taken 
to destroy the prunittgs by fire. While 
pruning is being done a sharp look out 
should be kept for inaect pests. Eggs of 
tent caterpillars should bo taken off and 
burned or buried. The amount of spraying 
required varies very much, depending on 
tho infestation of the trees and the cure 
and spraying previously given. Where 
trees are more or less covered with 
mosses or lichen extra work ia of course 
needed. 

Tho lime, salt and Eulphur wnsh (the 
No. 1 Bpray of the Boardof Horticulture) 
is, without doubt, tho most generally 
useful spraying mixture to use, and at 
least one spraying should be given with 
it to all fruit trees and bushes during the 
dormant season, and in moat caseH two 
would bo better — one as Boon as the 
leaves have fallen, and the other before 
growth commences in the spring. Choose 
a fine day for the work if possible, bo 
that tho spraying mixture can dry where 
applied, when it will stay on the treeB 
despite rain storms.

PICKED UP AT SKA. 

An Atlantic Steamer Brlnps in the Crew of 
Two Sailing Craft. 

Philadelphia, Pa., Nov. 16. —The 
closing portion of tho voyage of the 
Bteamship Belgenland, which arrived 
to-day from Liverpool, was eventful and 
interesting to those on board, and to the 
watchful eyes ol tho lookout can be 
credited the saving of a number of lives. 
On Sunday morning the water logged 
Bailing schooner Willie L. Matewell waB 
sighted and she was taken in tow, to the 
great relief of her crew of ten men, the 
vessel having become helpless. 

On Monday morning a small boat was 
sighted drifting helplessly with five men 
aboard. When the men were taken on 
the steamship it was found that they 
were the crew of the abandoned schooner 
Theodore Dean. Their captain, Jas. W. 
Hod gen, had been washed from the 
small boat and lost Captain Hod gen 
resided at Sotnerville, Mass., and leaves 
a widow and two daughters and a son. 

Tho Theodore Dean left South Amboy 
on Friday last for Norfolk with a cargo 
of coal. When oil Absecon light Bhe lott 
her mainsail, and on Saturday at noon, 
when 44 miieB northeast of Barnegate, 
she sprang a leak, a plank having been 
torn from tier aide. The veesel filled 
rapidly, and, with four feet of water in 
the hold, the captain ordered the email 
boat lowered, and the crew of six, in all, 
left the Bhip. An hour later the vessel 
was seen to sink. There was a heavy 
sea and tremendous gale. At one time 
tho boat was raised almost on end, and 
Captain Hodgen was swept overboard. 
The oars also were lost and those in tho 
boat left helpless. The boat drifted 
from tli.it time until !» o'clock Monday 
rnorui'.u, when it was Bighted by the Bel- 
genland.

The D.G.S. Quadra arrived from 
Baynes Sound and Vancouver yester- 
day afternoon, having visited during her 
absence all the Gulf light stations and 
supplied them with their winter supply 
of storeB.
